The Communist Party, USA received financial aid 
from the USSR during WHITTAKER CHAMBERS! career as 4a

HAROLDMVARE told CHAMBERS in 1934 that he had 
brought backf/from the USSR $25,000 in United States 
currency in 4 money belt. WARE told CHAMBERS that this 
morey was earmarked for organizing Communist activity 
in the agricultural field, 


This investment by the USSR, CHAMBERS learned, 
resulted in the organization of the underground group 
in Washington, D.C, during the early and middle 1930ts 
under the leadership of HAROLD WARR. 


CHAMBERS, in about 1933, saw ULRICH, then his 
superior in the Communist underground, hand MAX BEDACHT O/S 
of the Central Control Commission of he Comnuntst Party 
USA, a large roll of bills. ‘his was done in CHAMBERS!

MINSTER admitted that he was in close association with HAROLD! WARE 
from 1925 to 1930. He explained this association with WARE 
stating that WARE was his superior during the period when bot.

related that he served as an interpreter for WARE during the years 
they wére in Russia together and that he had accompanied WARE 

and assisted him in his, WARE's, numerous contacts with Russian

On September 14, 1948, the "Daily Worker", page 7, col. 5, O/S 
contained an article entitled "Plan to Convene United States Congress 
of Intellectuals." The article was written by OLIVEEUTTON and 
contained the following information: "AUBREY PANKEY, negro baritone, 
who attended the Intellectuals Congress" (which according to the article 
took olace at Wroclaw, Poland)"and who has just returned, told the 
members here of his speech at the Congress about United States discrimination.

The news department of Mr. Sullivan's own 
newspaper can tell him that Otto Nathan has been indicted for contempt of - 
Congress for refusing to answer questions about Communist affiliations. 


Mother Bloor Memorial: "Mother" Ella Reeve Bloor was the grand old lady 
of the Communist Party. She was a charter member of the American CP and a 
member of its National Committee for 16 yearg; she was 89 when she died in 
1951. At the age of 18, she married Lucier Ware. One of the six children 
of this marriage was HaroldMfare, a leading figure in setting up Communist 
espionage cells in U.S. government agencies in Washington. Ware was the man 
who brought Alger Hiss and Whittaker Chambers together. 

Now, a little band has gathered to raise funds for the purpose of erecting 
a memorial, red granite, at the site of Mother Bloor's grave in the Harleigh 
Cemetery, Camden, N.J. The committee is trying to raise $1,400 for the me— o/s 
morial; contributions go to the committee secretary, Rose~Baron, at 153 E. 13th 
St., Rose is better known as the owner of the Workers' Book Shop, 50 E. 13th 
St., New York City.
